Tlie coinmittc-e of'council have had un- 
der otMisideratipn the dispatch of tho lion, 
the ISecretury of State, dated 18th .July, 
l.Ss;!, relating to .serious disturbances 
mIiicIi latoi}' tool; place at iMutlakatlah 
ami the destruction of properly there, and 
suugestiiig the propriety nf appointing a 
stipoiidiary iiiagistrato in that neigiibor- 
hood, and tlie surrender of the coinmia- 
sions of Mr. Duncan and Bishop liidley as 
justices of the peace; they have'alao had 
iiiiiU-i' thidr coii.'iideration e.vtracts of a 
di^iiatoh from Admiral Lyons, dated llith 
August, 188.J, relating especially to Mot- 
lakatkh and tho condition of ull'aira there, 
which were prominently brought under 
his notice on a late visit to that settle- 
ment; also suggestini; the appointinont of 
a stipendiary masxistrate . 

Metlakatlah is purely an Indian aettle- 
uiont, and nu white men reside there ex- 
I'l iit the , nissiniiaries and tiieir families. 
I'he duty of coiitri)lling and managing the 
Indians on their reaorvoa is especially the 
province of tho Indian Commissioner, and 
the committee, although strongly impress- 
ed with the evils alluded to in the above 
dispatches, fcj.'l that the subject is one 
whicli ought 11"! tu be left to tliem to 
settle, ei.'ept in so far as the preservation 
of peace and the administration' of justice 
require thu intervention of the pruvineial 
government. It is not only at Metlakat- 
iah that these questions have been prom- 
inently brotiijlit to the notice of this gov- 
ernment, but ill many other of tho larger 
settleuu'iits; and the committee respect- 
fully suggest that Indian agents with, if 
needful, larger powers to deal with Indian 
dis]iutes should reside at these localities. 

Tlie Indians of this province do not coii- 
triliutf to tho provincial revenue, yet 1; 
great pnrtion .if the cnsts of the .-idminis 
tr.iliuu 111 justice IS caused by the Indians. 
They till the jirovincial gaols ami arc a 
continual source of expense and trouble. 
If fined for potty ofTeucea the penalty has 
to bo appropriated according to the In- 
dian Act. 

To aviiid this anoniidons pn.sitiuii of af- 



soiit juncture wonltl precipitate an out 
bieak. T'liey have repreaentod to tho Do- 
nisnion governmont tlio necessity of hav- . 
ing an Indian Agont permanently estab- 
lished at Metlakahtla, and a stricter super- 
vision kept over these large Indian settle- 
ments, but ill the meanwhile the netea- 
sity is urgent, anil they think it advisable 
that you should be made acquainted with 
the fact.i.

Tlu-re is a very prevalent cuntom in ; 
vogne both hero ami elsewhere of carry iiig i 
poultry with their heuils downward. It 
is a siglit that can be witnessed daily upon j 
our iitroets and though doubtless the mu- j 
Ihod is a convenient one to the carrier, 
and adopted by many thoughtless persons, 
it is none the less cruel and causes the 
poor birds a similar amount of torture as 
would be felt by a human being were he 
suspended in tho same unnatural position. 
At the instigation of the .Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to .-Viymals it was 
.some ton years ago, and remains now, an 
otfenco against tho law of England to 
carry livu birds in this manner, [junisli- 
able oil the first conviction by a tine, and 
— at the option ol the majiistrate - im- 
prisonment for the second offence. Con- 
sidoraticn for the feelings of dumb crea- 
tures can never be too sedulously cult i- 
vated and allbongli this reiiion«trance 
may bo deemed by some as treating tjf a 
subject too trivial to be wiirthy of luen- 
tioti, it is just as important, whore mercy 
is made a consideration, as any other act 
of cruelty whose results from being more 
noticeable come directly under the cogniz- 
ance of the law. It is also a usual cus- 
tom of .sniiio dealers to keep their poultry 
exposed for sale, cloaely penneil up In 
couiis, deprived of food or water. The 
incoming council should n'lve this matter 
their attention and pass a bylaw for the 
prevention of cruelty to ani- 
inalii and enforce l>y regulation 
that claim for the feelings of the linite 
creation which the dispositions of some 
fail to prompt thom to observe, 'i'hc^ 
subject is also from its nature a very pro- 
]ier one for allu.'uon in tho pulpit, for the 
abuse of the authority we have main- 
tained over the lower animals does nol 
pass uiibeon by the Creator of all and 
should not by those who teach his Word on 
earth; and should a bylaw a:; suggested be 
passed during the present year, it would 
reflect greater credit on the hearts of the 
next council, than many municipa'I acts of 
the past year did to the heads uf the old.

British Columbian ilospital 

The Cominissionerg appointed to exam- 
ine the Royal Columbian Hospital report 
from New Westminster, Sept. lU, 

That they have examined the buildings 
and grounds and have taken tho evidence 
of the doctor, steward and :',early all the 
patients. The president of the hospital 
board said he knew nolhing about the 
hoapit-al except th.it the expenditure ex- 
ceeded the revenue in consequence of a 
large number of "Oiulerdonk" patients 
being received. 

Tho secretary and treasurer declined lo 
give any information under iJlO per day. 

The Commissioners found the building 
and grounds in good order and the pa- 
tients well attended to and satislied. 'Pho 
main buildings are some 2;i years old, 
uud being of wood have doubtlesis abaorbod 
many impurities and should be replaced . 
If this was done they recommend a site 
further out of town, and that the present 
hospital and grounds be sohl lo defray tho 
coat in ])art. Should this not be done 
tho commiasioners recoiiiiiieiid that tho 
walls bo acraped and whitened and now 
floors laid; that the ventilation of the 
\\urd8 be increased; that the "paying pa- 
tients" word bo enlarged and tha dining-- 
room and hall finished; that the old out- 
building be pulled down and nev/ ones 
erected; and that tho "dry earth" system 
be introduced. This last is imperatively 
necessary as they found that the drainage 
from the clo.sots passed down into a 
ravine through which a stream of water 
passes, which is used by several houses in 
town and also by cattli^and horses. The 
foundalioii of the new addition has settled 
and the buildiii;^ will rcijiiire to be repair- 
ed.

'I'lie .systeiHiiof nianagomont seemed to 
be defective. Tho board do not visit Iho 
hos|)ital regularly or hold their meetings 
there, and during 1883 appear to have 
made only eight individual visits from 
Mr. Corbould, three from Mr. Keary, ai d 
none from any other member except one 
visit of inspection on the Gth January by 
the board. 

t )f late no organized effort has been 
made to increase the funds of tho institu- 
tion. .-V number of jiatiiuits from the 
railway works, must of whom should be 
paying patients, were admitted, furnished 
not only wiili board and lodging, inedicino 
and medical attendance, but also with 
clothes, without the board receiving pay- 
ment for them, to the groat doplotion of 
I the fund,) of the ho.spital. 

The commisBioners consider the gov- 
orninent should exercise more control 
I over lb,' liospital in view of the large 
j amoiitil of gm urniucnt money expended 
on 11, aiul that the governinonl 
I agent should be placed on the Hospital 
I Board. 

I Your commissionors append a copy of 
' the evidence taken before thom, and

The papers relating to the Chinese, 
printed fur the information of the select 
committee on Chinese immigration were 
yesterday laid before the house and in- 
cluded : 

A copy of a report adopted by tlu; 
house dated Olh May, 1870, lo the ellect 
that the govunimunt deemed it expediuiit 
that immediate steps should be taken to 
prevent the influx of Chinese into the 
province. 

A copy of ro|)ort of a .-jelecl coinmittee 
presented March 'ASili, 1870, urging that 
an address be iiiiuiediatoly drafted and 
forwarded to t ho lluuiiiiion Goveriiinent j 
sotting forth the baneful ell'octs of 1 
presence of Chiiiest- in British Columbia | 
On the 7th of April, 1870, a committee j 
apijoiiiled to draft tlu^ address reported 
ill the atroiigest language upon the pre- i 
seuce ol the iMoiigul and the pcriucious j 
etl'ects thai it exerted u|)ou the moral and 
social condition of society, and ivcoin- 
inending the Doiiiiiiioii (iovernmonl be 
urged to co-operate with othor colonies of 
Uor Majesty's empire and uso its inliueiico 
to attain tho restriction of CliiiKiae immi- 
gration. This report was unanimously ado])t- 
od, but no minute appears upon the ])a- 
pors of the sending of the addreas to Can- 
ada, although it was doubtless forwarded. 
On April, 2l8t, 1880, it was resolved that 
tho Dominion (.ioveriim-.'iit lie rcqiui.iled 
to cause an act to be passed similar in 
principle to the Chinese .-Vet, 1877, of 
Queensland, and praying that it become 
law during tiie(then) present session. 

.-Vnothor resolution was passed by tho 
legislative assembly on the'28lh February, 
188;i, which strongly urged the inaugura- 
tion of a liberal sclieiue of assi.Hte-d white 
immigration and retpiested that nugotiii- 
tions with the Dominion Government 
should be at once opened with a view to 
concurrent action on the subject. 

Then follows a copy of l hu"Cliiiic3c Im- 
migration Statute, 18i)ri,"defuiiiig the [low- 
ers of olliccrs ap[)ointed under the act to 
cause the registration of ami to deal with 
imniigrauls as embodied on the statule. 

On Decendicr •2-llli, 1881, an act was 
pased ainoiiding the "Chinese liiiinigra- 
tioit Statute, 18lj5, "and entitled lhe"Chi- 
nese Act, 1881," the principal provisions 
or which were tho imposition of a tax of 
ton p(uinds upon ovory Chinese immigrant 
to these shores, and the restriction of one 
immigrant lo every hundred tons of the 
vessel in which he arrived. This act as is 
known was declared uncon«*itutional by 
tlio Dominion Government. (j.;opic3 of 
the (Queensland Chinese Irfunigrants Re- 
striction Regulation .-Vet, 1877, the ! 
Quoonsland Gold Fields .-Vet .Viiiondinent 
.\ct, 1877, the New South Wales Chinese 
Act, 1881, and tho United States Re- 
striction Act, IBBi. 

Tho Queensland Act of 1877, of which 
the New .South Wales Act with one ex- 
ception is in a great measure a copy, jiro- 
videa that not more than oi:u Cluuiiman to 
every ton tons of the tuuu igo of the veii- 
sol shall be brought to the eolony by the 
nuister of such vessel, and imposes for 
each carried in excess a puii.ilty of ton 
poiindH payable by the owner, charaterer 
or master. Tho most severe clause-, how- 
ever, is one specifying that if tho master 
knowingly pennits to be Innded any ('hi- 
nose before such sum has been paid ho 
shall bo liable to a liou of twenty iinuiids 
for each Chinese so landed, and ni addi - 
tion Iti.t i-essd shall be forfeited. For every 
omission of tho master of a vessel to speci- 
fy the name, age, etc., of Chinese pas- 
sengers, he makes liiiiiHelf liable to a fine 
of two hundred pounds, 

Tho Queenslaed Guld Fields Act im- 
poses on every .\siatic or African alien 
tho sum of three pounds for a minor's li- 
cense and ten pounds for a biisiuess li- 
cense and penallieu in defaiill by avoid - 
ance of payment. 

The Now South Wales Act restricts the 
number of Chinese passongors on a vessel 
to one to every hundred tons, and enacts 
that every master who neglects to pay 
for, allows to land or oven suffers to es- 
cape before such moneys have been jiaid, 
shall be liable to a tine ui fifty pouiuls for 
each ofl'ence. 

The United States Chinese Restriction 
Act, which canio into force in November, 
1882, enacts, among othor provisions, 
that tho master of any vessel who know- 
ingly brings to that country any Chinese 
laborer shall bo lined !:-o00 for each of- 
fonco and imprisonmenl for one year. It 
provides for tho departure and return of 
any Chinese who wish to leave and re- 
turn to tho States, and tho arrival of 
every Chinese person other than a laborer 
who ni.ay come to tlu! country conform- 
ably with the Ireaty ; it dcliiicH exactly 
to whom the certilicatcs shall be issued 
and enacts for the fraudulent utterance of 
any Such certificate a fine of $1000 and 
imprisonment for five yoarf. It defines 
tho words "Chinese laborer" as moaning 
skilled and unskilled laborers and Chinese 
employed ih mining. 

'J'hero was also a copy of the Chinese 
Tax Act, 1878, imposing a tax of SIO 
ovory throe months on every Cliinuao per- 
son above 12 years of age in British Col- 
umbia. 

A copy of Iho report of the executive 
council of British Columbia ami legisla- 
tive assembly, dated --Vug 10, 188"-', sub- 
mitted thai the Chinese having been 
found lo be a noii-assimilating race; that 
their presence drove white labor away; 
that tlioy seiil all their earnings Out of 
tho country and introduced demoralizing 
habits and InathaoinQ diseases; that tlioy 
neglectod their sic't and infirm and Ihoir 
employment practically eatablisliod a Hvii . 
tern of alave labor. The report conclud- 
ed (after alluding to the action of other 
countries with regard to the people) by 
urging that tho Dominion (lovernuieiit 
bo petitioned to provont their immigra- 
tion.

If there is a largo accumulation of 
coarse manure {iut it where the fowls^' 
can reach it. They will not only' ' 

scratch it to a fine condition, but he,., 
benefited by the exercise. 

There i.s no better way of saving 
seed corn than the old-fashioned one 
of selecting the best ears at husking 
time; or before the corn is cut braiding 
the husks and banging over a pole in 
the garret wiiero the ftost cannoc come 
until the moisture has thoroughly dried • 
it out. 

J'^otatoes intended for seed should 
receive no rough hundli'flg at any time. 
If any nro bruised, spread thinly in a 
dry, cool place until tho surface haa 
Jried over. If put in large bins while 
the skill is bruised many of the eyea 
will have iheir vitality injured. This ia 
the cause of ninny unexplained failures 
of the |)otato crop. 

Professor P.eal, of the Michigan 
Agrieultural College, comes out against 
the crow, not so much that he pulls 
the young corn and so perplexes and 
injures the farmer, us that he kills 
frogs, loads, etc, which arc great coii- 
suniers of insects, (lud, worse than all, 
that he is a persistent robber of birds' 
iiesls, eating both eggs and the young 
birds, and ihe eating food of these birds 
is insects, grubs, worms, etc. 

A Kansas farmer has discovered .<i 
new way of putting in wheat. He has 
a narrow iron wheel attached behind 
the drill, wliich follows in tlio drill row 
and tirinly presses the .soil with tho 
seed to a greater depth. The chief dan- 
ger to Kansas wheat is from violent 
winds, vhich blow away tlio surface 
and leave the planl roots exposed to 
the colli of winter. I '.y this method he 
grows uiiwiirds of fifty-six busliel.i per 
acre. The plan is worth trying in other 
localities.
